THE GOVERNOR MUCH AFFECTED. 


Ju n e 
26.—The state 
Louisville, 
amacratic convention resum ed today, 
n to a late hour last night there was 
no sign of an agreem ent between any 
EL', "f the candidates for governor aud 
Ut seemed likely that the first ballot to­ 
ri lV would result ju st about as did the 
eleventh on Saturday night. Candidates 
aud their m anagers had been on the go 
all day out of one conference into an­ 
other* but to no purpose. 
The 1,092 
delegates in the convention were di­ 
vided so nearly evenly th at there was 
uor a difference of 30 votes in the 
strength of the three candidates, Stone, 
Goebel and H ardin. 
But of these Goe- 
tel was the strongest because of the 
solidity of his support. 
He controls his 
following absolutely ana can vote them 
for himself or throw them to either of 
his op pon en ts at w ill. 
Neither Stone 
nor Hardin can do this, aud for that 
reason neither is in a position to make | 
terms. 
, a. 
There has been a break in the btoue- 
Goebei combination since balloting be­ 
gan, caused prim arily by the action of 
Goebel’s m anagers in voting the TO votes 
of Louisville solidly for the Kenton 
county leader on the first ballot. 
The 
Stone people say their understanding 
was that vote was to be divided equally 
between Stone and Goebel, but the lat­ 
ter, it is said, produced a w ritten agree­ 
ment, covering the combination of the 
two forces up to tem porary organization, 
but containing no m ention of the Louis­ 
ville delegation. 
Chagrined 
as 
tile 
Stone people are at the failure of tile 
combination prom ptly to effect the nom­ 
ination of their candidate, it is not be­ 
lieved they can, in a spirit of revenge, 
bring about the nom ination of Hardin. 
They threatened to 
try this when 
Goebel showed such surprising strengtli 
on the first ballot ana went so far as to 
start a stampede, but Geobel’s nerve 
and coolness checkm ated it. 
On tile 
other hand, the H ardin people cannot 
throw* their strength solidly to Stone, 
for they are divided in the m atter of a 
second choice, and as was the case Sat­ 
urday, m any would go to Goebel in 
case of a break. 
A noteworthy feature of the contest 
is the Hardin campaign. 
Coming into 
the convention w ith IOO votes short ot 
a majority of the delegates, beaten at 
every point in the temporary organiza­ 
tion and weakened by adverse decisions 
by the c redentials committee involving 
scon s of seats, the Hardin managers, 
with consummate cleverness, jumped 
into the fight w hen the game seemed 
lost, withdrew the name of General 
Hardin and left Goebel aud Stone to fight 
it out. These two fell into the trap 
aud flew at each other’s throats with 
the result th at w hen the convention ad­ 
journed Saturday night Goebel and Stone 
had iplit aud H ardin on the last ballot 
stood second in recorded votes. 
Meanwhile the three-cornered fight 
grow s w'armer and the delegates who 
have spent nearly a week trying to 
nominate a state ticket m ay yet have to 
look outside the trio now occupying the 
nng to find a leader upon whom they 
can unite.

The agreement provides for the hear­ 
ing of grievances aud a resort to arbi­ 
tration in case the men and the com­ 
pany cannot agree, and it also provides 
for the reinstatem ent of practically 80 
per cent of the old men at once, the re­ 
mainder, except those who have been 
guilty of violence, being placed on the

B re st, France, June 26.—The French 
tir.st-elass cruiser Tage put to sea, the 
official explanation being that she has 
gone to experiment w ith carrier pigeons.

Comiug into 
the convention with IOO votes short of 
a majority of the delegates, beaten at 
every point in the temporary organiza­ 
tion and weakened by adverse decisions 
by the credentials committee involving 
scores of seats, the Hardin managers, 
with consummate cleverness, jumped 
into the fight when the game seemed 
lost, withdrew the name of General 
Hardin and left Goebel and Stone to fight 
it out. These two fell into the trap 
and flew at each other’s throats with 
the result that when the convention ad­ 
journed Saturday night Goebel aud Stone 
had split and Hardin on the last ballot 
stood second in recorded votes. 
Meanwhile the three-cornered fight 
grows warmer and the delegates who 
have spent nearly a week trying to 
nominate a state ticket may yet have to 
look outside the trio now occupying the 
ring to find a leader upon whom they 
can unite.

C leveland, June 26.—Only one out­ 
break of violence attendiMl the resump­ 
tion of traffic on all the lines of the 
Big Consolidated Street railw ay. There 
was objection iu some parts of the city 
to the retention of the non-union men 
who were kept by the company. A 
party of 25 men assembled near the 
Brooklyn bridge, south of the city, aud 
whenever a ear came along with a non­ 
union crew the passengers were asked 
to disembark and wait for a car manned 
by a union crew. In most cases the 
passengers did as requested. Finally a 
non-union conductor undertook to argue 
with the crowd, and lie was promptly 
struck over the head with a club and 
he and the motorman driven away. 
The mob refused to permit the oar to 
move uutil a union crew came along 
and pushed it to the barns. 
As a rule the old men were glad the 
strike was settled, though there was 
some grumbling because the nou'union 
men were kept. It is predicted that all 
the non-union men will be glad to leave 
the city within 30 days, though the 
company imposed as one of the condi­ 
ctious of the agreement for the settle­ 
ment of the trouble that all the new men 
should be treated with consideration by 
the old employes. 
The agreement provides for the hear­ 
ing of grievances aud a resort to arbi 
tration in case the men aud the com 
pauy cannot agree, and it also provides 
for the reinstatement of practically 80 
per cent of the old men at once, the re­ 
mainder, except those who have been 
guilty of violence, being placed on tile 
waiting list.

LIKELY 12,000 W ILL BE PAID. 


klstim ate of Size of Cuban Army by Those 
R eceiving Money. 


H a v a n a , June 26.—Brigadier General 
Randall paid, iii the provinces of Ha­ 
vana and Pinar del Rio, aud iu the 
western half of Matanzas province, 
3,260 Cuban troops. This raises the full 
number, exclusive of the provinces of 
Puerto Principe aud Santiago, to about 
4,500. 
If the same ratio is maintained 
in the two latter provinces, as tho orig­ 
inal lists stand, the figures will reach a 
total of 12,0(H). 
The additional payrolls 
will probably add 10,000 names, 50 per 
cent of which are likely to receive 
payment. 
The present roll contains 39,000, not 
counting the supplemental lists or the 
officers paid.

The industrial commission at Wash­ 
ington recently heard a statement from 
P. E. Dowe of New York, president of 
the Commercial Travelers’ National 
league. Dr. Dowe said the opinion of 
the commercial men at large was that 
trusts were a menace to the community. 
He estimated the number of traveling 
salesmen in the United States at 350,- 
000, saying that the census figures of 
60,000 were grossly incorrect. The for­ 
mation of trusts and combinations, he 
said, was throwing a large number of 
these men out of employment. 
In giv­ 
ing specific instances be said: 
“ The National Enameling and Stamp­ 
ing company, which depends for its raw 
material upon the American Tin Plate 
company, has thrown a great many out 
of employment, and those retained have 
had their salaries reduced. The great 
tobacco com bi nee threw’ out about 3,000 
salesmen. 
The Continental Tobacco 
company telegraphed the discharge of 
350 in .one day. The baking powder 
trust has dispensed with all excepting 
half a dozen men. I know of two sales­ 
men discharged by the trust who were 
formerly in the employ of the Cleve­ 
land Baking Powder company, one re­ 
ceiving a salary of $5,000 a year, the 
other $4,500. 
Their routes with those 
of other discharged salesmen are cov­ 
ered by one agent at $18 a week. The 
bicycle trust will throw out 600 sales­ 
men gradually and will cut down agen­ 
cies in every city. The chair trust will 
affect immediately more than 500 sales­ 
men by cutting them out of the line. 
“ One man writes me the Union Bag 
and Paper company has thrown out of 
employment hundreds of salesmen. The 
number of salesmen out of work be­ 
cause of the United States Rubber com­ 
pany is 300, and the salesmen retained 
have been reduced to a salary averag­ 
ing, so I am informed, $1,300 a year.

In giving 
these estimates I am not considering 
the office force thrown out through 
trusts. The sugar and coffee monopolies 
have thrown out 1.000 salesmen, and 
made an average reduction in salary of 
those retained of $1,000 a year. 
The 
Standard Oil company employs fewer 
salesmen than any other concern in the 
mercantile world of one-half its capi­ 
tal.” 
Mr. Dowe said that the trusts had 
raised the prices of the commodities 
they controlled from 5 to IOO per cent 
in almost every instance, except coffee 
and sugar. 
In these they were still 
fighting for control of the field. He said 
his figures in this line were absolutely 
correct, being from reliable commercial 
acquaintances. Among the examples he 
gave were: 
Iron pipe, over IOO per cent ; tinware 
and enameled ware, abont 33 per cent; 
brass goods, 60 per cent; rubber over­ 
shoes, United States Rubber company 
advanced prices 14 per cent on May I; 
American Tin Plate company advanced 
prices something like 30 per cent; news 
paper, one-qnarter to one-half cent a 
pound, and a further advance in pros­ 
pect; book papers, 5 and IO per cent ; 
common soap, 25 to 50 cents a box; 
flint glass bottles will be advanced IO 
per cent or more; jobbers and manu­ 
facturers of clocks have advanced the 
wholesale prices 60 per cent on account 
of the advance in metals; brass pins, 
25 per cent; combs, 1% Per cent; rib­ 
bons, 10 per cent. 
The umbrella trust failed four years 
ago,” said Mr. Dowe, “ but it advanced 
prices while in existence, and after its 
break up the return to legitimate and 
healthy prices caused a loss to the re 
tailer through the stock on hand.”

The 
French ministerial crisis has been grave 
aud prolonged, th** collapse of German 
speculation in industrial stocks threaten 
some trouble, but perhaps tho South I 
African uncertainty causes most dis* 
lur bailee. 
Whatever the cause, Europe 
needs money, aud cannot claim its own 
from the west this year, but must bor­ 
row. 
Exchange and trade balances 
show that this country is not called 
upon to pay, but the money is worth 
more to lenders abroad than it is here 
Home finances are most satisfactory. 
Revenue falls bemud ex[>euditures for 
the fiscal year less than $100,(KH),OOO anti 
but for $230,000,000 war expenses in­ 
cluding payment for the Philippine 
debts 
and tor 
Cuban soldiers, the 
revenue exclusive of 
that from war 
taxes, exceeds ordinary expenses. Trade 
balances, in spite of exports from New 
York 19 per cent less tiiau last year’s 
and imports 20 per cent greater, still 
promise a largo excess of exports for 
June. Nor is there any substance in 
the idea that largo foreign sales of se­ 
curities are moving gold. The best evi­ 
dence attainable shows that in January 
aud February about $8,250,000 worth of 
securities came to this side, and since 
February not more than $4,000,000 in 
excess of shipments. 
In character, transactions have been 
of the trading and of the investment 
sort. Stocks here have weakened, but 
most exclusively in industrials, which 
foreigners do not touch, these declining 
$2.08 per share on the average this 
week, while railroad stocks have aver­ 
aged a decline of only 29 cents per 
share. 
Exportf of wheat, flour included, for 
the week have been 3,043,672 bushels, 
against 3,800,600 bushels last year, and 
in three weeks, 8,504,262 bushels, against 
11,005,798 bushels last year. Corn ex­ 
ports also continue large,2,627,886 bush­ 
els, against 2,674,723 bushels last year. 
A sharp fall in cotton also encourages 
exports. These are facts which preceded 
orders for gold exports this week and 
do not result from them, but show the 
prospect of a larger outgo of merchan­ 
dise in coming months. 
The fall of 2 cents in wheat and in 
cotton from 6.31 to 6.12 cents indicates 
that speculation based on the hope of 
short crops is growing weary. 
The textile industries are much be­ 
hind iu prices, though woolens are now 
steadily rising, and are 6 per cent 
higher man at their lowest in March. 
The goods are iii much stronger de­ 
mand aud the wool has advanced from 
18.01 to 18.76 cents domestic, taking the 
average of IOO quotations by Coates 
Bros., though the buying is largely 
speculative. 
The great gain in volume of business 
might seem of questionable safety were 
it not greater in iron production, re­ 
sulting from au actual excess of de­ 
mand over supply and not from specu­ 
lation. Bars are stronger by $3 per tou 
at the east, though iron is $1 per ton 
easier at Pittsburg, but a difference of 
$5 per ton in favor of steel makes the 
demand tor iron larger. It is interest­ 
ing that a 10,000-ton order for plates for 
two American liners to be built by the 
Cramps has gone to Chicago, eastern 
works being too full. 
Orders for finished products show no 
decrease in quantity, and for most lines, 
and as for rails, sire quite often refused, 
speedy deliveries being impossible. 
Failures for the week have been 178 
in the United States, against 285 last 
year, and IS in Canada, against ll last 
year.

There lias been a break in the Stoue- 
Goebei combination since balloting be­ 
gan. caused prim arily by the action of 
Goebel’s managers in voting the 70 votes 
of Louisville solidly for the Kenton 
county leader on the first ballot. 
The 
Stone people say their understanding 
was that vote was to be divided equally 
between Stone and Goebel, but the lat­ 
ter, it is said, produced a w ritten agree­ 
ment, covering the combination of the 
two forces up to tem porary organization, 
but containing no m ention of the Louis­ 
ville delegation. 
Chagrined 
as

Stone people are at the failure of the 
combination prom ptly to effect the nom­ 
ination of their candidate, it is not be­ 
lieved they can, in a spirit of revenge, 
bring about the nom ination of Hardin.

Un the 
other hand, the Hardin people cannot 
throw their strength solidly to Stone, 
for they are divided in the m atter of a 
second choice, and as was the case Sat­ 
urday, many would go to Goebel in 
case of a break. 
A noteworthy feature of the contest 
is the Hardin campaign. 
Coming into 
the convention w ith IOO votes short of 
a majority of the delegates, beaten at 
every point in the tem porary organiza­ 
tion aud weakened by adverse decisions 
by the credentials committee involving 
scores of seats, tile Hardin managers, 
with consummate cleverness, jumped 
into the fight when the game seemed 
lost, withdrew the name of General 
Hardin and left Goebel and Stone to fight 
it out. 
These tw o fell into the trap 
aud flew at each other’s throats with 
the result that when the convention ad­ 
journed Saturday night Goebel and Stone 
bad split aud H ardin on the last ballot 
stood second in recorded votes.

“ The National Enam eling and Stam p­ 
ing company, which depends for its raw 
m aterial upon the Am erican Tin Plate 
company, has throw n a great many out 
of employment, and those retained have 
had their salaries reduced. 
The great 
tobacco combines threw out about 3,000 
salesmen. 
The Continental Tobacco 
company telegraphed the discharge of 
3.10 in one day. 
The baking powder 
trust has dispensed with all excepting 
half a dozen men. I know of two sales­ 
men discharged by the trust who were 
form erly in the employ of the Cleve­ 
land Baking Powder company, one re­ 
ceiving a salary of $1,000 a year, the 
other $4,500. 
Their routes w ith those 
of other discharged salesmen are cov­ 
ered by one agent at $18 a week. 
The 
bicycle trust will throw out 600 sales­ 
men gradually and will cut down agen­ 
cies in every city.

Mr. Dowe said th at the trusts had 
raised the prices of the commodities 
they controlled from 5 to 100 per cent 
in almost every instance, except coffee 
and sugar. 
In these they were still 
fighting for control of the field. He said 
his figures in th is line were absolutely 
correct, being from reliable commercial 
acquaintances. Among the examples he 
gave were: 
Iron pipe, over 100 per cent ; tinw are 
and enameled ware, about 33 per cent; 
brass goods, 6(1 per cent; rubber over­ 
shoes, United States Rubber company 
advanced prices 14 per cent on May 1; 
Am erican Tin Plate company advanced 
prices something like 30 per cent; news 
paper, one-quarter to one-half cent a 
pound, and a further advance in pros­ 
pe c t; book papers, 5 and 10 per cent ; 
common soap, 25 to 50 cents a box; 
flint glass bottles will be advanced 10 
per cent or m ore; jobbers and m anu­ 
facturers of clocks have advanced the 
wholesale prices 60 per cent on account 
of the advance in m etals; brass pins, 
25 per cent; combs, 7 % Per cent; rib ­ 
bons, 10 per cent. 
“ The um brella trust failed four years 
ago,” said Mr. Dowe, “ but it advanced 
prices while in existence, and after its 
break up the return to legitim ate and 
healthy prices caused a loss to the re­ 
tailer through the stock on hand.”

He estim ated the num ber of traveling 
salesmen in the U nited States at 350,- 
000, saying that the census figures of 
60,000 were grossly incorrect. The for­ 
m ation of trusts and combinations, he 
said, was throw ing a large num ber of 
these men out of employment. 
In giv­ 
ing specific instances he said: 
“ The National Enam eling and Stam p­ 
ing company, which depends for its raw 
m aterial upon the American Tin Plate 
company, has throw n a great many out 
of employment, and those retained have 
had their salaries reduced. 
The great 
tobacco combines threw out about 3,900 
salesmen. 
The C ontinental Tobacco 
company telegraphed the discharge of 
350 in one day. 
The baking powder 
trust has dispensed w ith all excepting 
half a dozen men. I know of two sales­ 
men discharged by the trust who were 
formerly in the employ of the Cleve­ 
land Baking Powder company, one re­ 
ceiving a salary of #5,000 a year, the 
other #4.500. 
Their routes w ith those 
of other discharged salesmen are cov­ 
ered by one agent at #18 a week. 
The 
bicycle trust will throw out 600 sales­ 
men gradually and will cut down agen­ 
cies in every city. The chair trust will 
affect im m ediately more than 500 sales­ 
men by cutting them out of the line.

In these they were still 
fighting for control of the field. He said 
his figures in this line were absolutely 
correct, being from reliable commercial 
acquaintances. Among the examples he 
gave were: 
Iron pipe, over IOO per cent; tinw are 
and enameled ware, about 33 per cent; 
brass goods, 60 per cent; rubber over­ 
shoes, United States Rubber company 
advanced prices 14 per cent on May I; 
American Tin Plate company advanced 
prices something like 30 per c e n t; news 
paper, one-quarter to one-half cent a 
pound, and a further advance in pros­ 
p ect; book papers, 5 and IO per cent; 
common soap, 25 to 50 cents a box; 
flint glass bottles will be advanced IO 
per cent or more; jobbers and m anu­ 
facturers of clocks have advanced the 
whol asale prices 60 per cent on account 
of the advance in m etals; brass pins, 
25 per cent; combs, 7% per cent; rib ­ 
bons, 10 per cent. 
“ The um brella trust failed four years 
ago,” said Mr. Dowe, “ but it advanced 
prices while in existence, and after its 
break up the return to legitim ate and 
healthy prices caused a loss to the re­ 
tailer through the stock on han d .”

Army service in the Philippines, 
though performed 
tinder conditions 
*kin to those met by onr forces last 
year in Cuba, differs therefrom in cer­ 
ium particulars that may be called lo- 
fal. To begin with, a comparison of 
the terrain, always an important factor 
in any military undertaking, is, so far 
aP we may yet determine, in favor of 
tuese islands. 
The operations of our 
troops have been confined to a section 
little cut up by ravines and with only 
bietle elevations. 
Indeed the country 
is but little more diversified than a roll­ 
ing country would be, 
with small 
streams intersecting, sufficient in num­ 
ber to afford water for the troops, but 
seldom large enough to be serious ob­ 
stacles, says the New York Tribune’s 
correspondent, 
evidently 
an 
active 
army officer, writing from near La 
Loma church, P. I.,under date of May 3 
Along the seacoast, or bay shore, 
notably near Malabon, some swampy 
ground exists, and the immediate vicin­ 
ity of Leguna de Bay is also low and 
marshy. 
But once back in the interior 
the soil is of a sandy appearance, with 
an occasional outcropping of a close. 
gray, shalelike rock, though I believe 
the rock is of volcanic origin 
It is this 
underlying rock bed that makes rice 
cultivation on the uplands practicable, 
as it forms a hardpan to hold the sur­ 
face water, and, as it lies near the sur­ 
face of the ground, its effect is to turn 
the fields into lakes when the rainy 
season is on. 
The soil, thongh appearing sandy, is,

Any one who has marched or 
hunted over “ gumbo country” will 
recall that stiff, waxy mud that the 
shoe gathered and that would not be 
shaken off, rendering the march or 
tramp almost doubly wearisome.

are many thickets of bamboo that tears 
with its keen curved thorns, but they 
are of limited extent and may with 
care be worked through, especially 
when men are excited. 
In marked contrast to the jungle 
around Daiquiri, that seemed every­ 
where and unending, is the amount of 
open ground here prevailing. The open 
places are devoted to rice, with occa 
sional banana or pineapple gardens near 
the villages, and. since the ground is 
seldom other t h a ^ sloping, the surface 
ie checkered w it^innum erable ridges 
from one to three feet in height, every­ 
where winding and crossing, as the 
builders have, with wonderful skill 
and immense labor, converted acres 
aud acres of hillside and valley into 
sweeping terraces. 
These terraces are 
seldom of greater width than OO yards, 
with cross ridges at frequent intervals, 
the whole making a movement over a 
ricefield one of the most leg weary 
things imaginable. 
The height of the 
ridges is such that an extra effort has 
always to be made to carry the foot 
clear of the obstruction. A night march 
over such ground is positively danger­ 
ous. 
In the advance on the insurgents 
trenches near La Loma church on 
March 25 a ricefield some 1.200 yards 
across was passed over by the troops. 
The advance was made under fire, aud 
beginning in the gray of early m orn­ 
ing occupied about 20 minutes 
Over 
those ridges man after man stumbled 
and fell sprawling, only to rise and go 
down again a few yards farther on 
Men under fire invariably grumble, and 
their propensity to swear under such 
conditions is well known. 
That morn­ 
ing s advance was no exception to the 
traditions of fighting, and when, as a 
slope a bit steeper than ordinary was 
reached, the ridges were so near to­ 
gether that it seemed at times as if half 
the company was down. The drill regn 
Cations prescribe that a certain portion 
of an advance should be made “ by 
rushee from cover to cover,” and these 
ridges work out that idea to perfection 
when g o in g over a level or down hill, 
Lnt are e x a s p e r a tin g to a man who 
wishes to fire when the slope is upward, 
because the upper lying ridges mask 
the crest somewhat from the lower 
levels. 
In Cuba we rarely found a good road, 
and it was seldom that even poor ones 
cisted. 
But bere, radiating from Ma­ 
nila, are many broad, well 
metaled 
communications.

Pass through low ground are built on 
lbs extravagant, but enduring Roman 
plan. Large blocks of stone, well fitted 
together and laid on a g o o d foundation 
As the traffic has never been heavy, two 
^heeled bull carts being the only heavy 
chicles on the island, the surface of 
fbe roads is but little worn, and troops 
aud teams, even in heavy weather, 
tahke good progress. The country roads 
loon wear down to the bed rock and a1* 
give fair marching. 
The Spanish seem to be a race of 
builders of sunken roads. At El Caney 
the Fourth marched up a road sunk 


prefer intrenched 
positions to the open field.

every engagement our men have found 
them occupying trenches and have had 
to advance over open ground. Only in 
two instances have they fought in the 
open. 
Near Apolito a portion of Gen­ 
eral MacArthur s division did indeed 
find the insurgents in a fair field and 
deployed in modern formation of three 
lines, hut their attempt at attack was 
faint hearted, and they soon fell back

o ver of their trenches.

ricing thing is their almost uni* 
verbally collect perception of the na* 
•ural advantages of positions. They 
invariably occupy the military crest of 
a slope, and their works have no mark­ 
ed salients; they. however, go to an ex­ 
treme in the depth of trench. 
Rarely 
is olm found from which aimed tire 
could be delivered, hence the dispropor­ 
tionately large losses in supports aud 
reserves. 
It will he remembered that 
at Santiago our second and third lines 
suffered severe losses, hut it was due to 
the fiat trajectory of th** Spanish rifle— 
not, as is the case here, unaimed tire. 
The insurgents are armed principally 
with Mausers, with a small proportion 
of Remingtons of antique model. 
But 
I 
their -tuck of “ original ammunition” ! 
has run low, and they are using car- ! 
fridges of their own reloading. This has ! 
been done in tile rudest manner, so 
their tire effect is much diminished 
thereby. They further rob themselves, 
fortunately for us, of much of the real 
value of their arms by using overhead 
unaimed fire. 
Iii other respects, nota­ 
bly the use of volleys at long range, 
they have made a great advance since 
the war began 
It is not unusual to 
have them open up at distances exceed­ 
ing 1,000 yards. Recently the regiments 
of volunteers of the Eighth corps have 
been partially equipped with magazine 
rifles, caliber .30, and the former su­ 
periority of the insurgents over the old 
Springfield has been wiped out. The 
employment of sharpshooters by the na­ 
tives has. I think, been exaggerated, 
and what appear to be sharpshooters 
are but individuals out of control and 
are not expert marksmen. 
The great heat makes it imperative 
that much latitude be allowed the men 
in matters of dress. 
A careful provi­ 
sion is made that makes choice of wool 
or cotton, both for under and outer 
clothing, possible. 
Most of the men 
wear the blue flannel shirt with khaki 
trousers and leggings, but gingham 
shirts are supplied. Lightweight wool­ 
en underclothing is worn by most of 
the 
men. 
their 
experience 
having 
taught them the undesirability of cot­ 
ton when stiff breezes blow on a man 
whose clothing is perspiration soaked. 
Thongh the thermometer rises to 9ti to 
98 in midday, the nights in the field 
are uncomfortably cool, and the men 
seldom throw away their blankets, 
while the heavy dews make the poncho, 
or rubber blanket, the most valued ar­ 
ticle of the soldier’s equipment. 
The campaign hat that is persistent­ 
ly miscalled a slouch hat we cling to. 
Many of the officers bought at Colombo 
►Singapore helmets of pith, of cork 
fiber; some covered with white 
cloth, some with the drab khaki, but 
ripping through bamboo thickets or 
falling over the rice dikes bas made us 
all go hack to wearing the bat that we 
tried in the Texas chaparral or in the 
bullberry thickets of Montana; the hat 
that Remington has pictured, the one 
Gibson “ raked” so accurately on his 
“ No Hero.” A man can sit on it, can 
lie down with it on, or, if the canteen 
be empty, can knock in the crown and 
dip and drink therefrom. Tommy At­ 
kins introduced us to khaki and flannel 
bands, but he looked with longing eyes 
on our drab hats. 
It is perhaps in the list of supplies 
furnished by the subsistence depart­ 
m ent that the greatest and best changes 
are made. Formerly the ration as issued 
for field service varied greatly from the 
one that a company commander cou 
draw in 
garrison, 
but 
here 
in the 
Philippines a variety of food is furnish­ 
ed such as no soldier cf the seventies or 
eighties ever dreamed would be includ­ 
ed in “ straight issue.” 
Heretofore if a 
captain desired to give his men such 
articles as evaporated fruits,

Mark Chiesa, a well to do Italian, is 
successfully raising silk worms at Des 
Moines. 
The eggs were brought from 
Italy by a relative 
Two years ago he 
tried it, but the person who brought 
the eggs carried them in his pocket and 
they hatched on 
shipboard, so tin 
worms had to be thrown into the sea 
This time the person to whom the eggi- 
were intrusted suspended them by a 
string, so they got cool air on the oceai 
and on the railway trains. Arriving a1 
Des Moines they were put into cold 
storage until the mulberry leaves wert 
ready for them 
Then, upon being put 
into a warm room, they hatched in oui 
day, says the Chicago Times-Herald 
Of the supposed 8.000 eggs, 
from 
ten silk moths, about 4,000 hatched, 
which Mr Chiesa says is better than 
can be done in Italy 
The greatest 
difficulty has been to find the mnlberrj 
leaves for the worms. 
They eat about 
three wagon loads a day, aud nevei 
stop for a minute, but eat all the time, 
day and night They must be fed a boul 
lo times a day and several times dur 
ing the night 
The worms, in devour 
ing the mulberry leaves, make a noise 
like ran on the roof. 
By lively hunting the food for th« 
worms has been provided. 
The wormt 
are well developed and healthy, about 
three inches long, and are just begin 
ning to weave their cocoons. 
There 
seems to be no reason why the industrj 
should not succeed in Des Moines. Mr 
Chiesa has brought a woman frow 
Italy who has had 30 years’ experience 
with silk worms, and she says they are 
doing as well as she ever saw them. 
The experiment is the first one that 
is known to have been tried in the w’est 
and is certainly the first that has beer 
successful. 
It has attracted as much 
attention as a circus in Dee Moines, 
and the number of visitors is large. 
The owner is a good natured man. and 
he cheerfully and proudly shows the 
industrious 4,000 to all who care to see 
them. 
If they turn out ae well as tbev 
promise to, Mr. Chiesa will buy a large 
farm near Des Moines, plant it to mul­ 
berry trees and go to raising silk worms 
and producing silk on a large scale. 
From the experience he has had in 
America and Italy, where his father is 
a silk producer, he sees no reason why 
the industry should not be entirely 
practicable and successful in Iowa.

half as much distilled water as we can 
drink, sent out on the train every day , 
and canned goods of all kinds, jelly , 
jams and fruit, together w ith tobacco 
and cigars, may be bonglit from the 
‘sales com m issary ’ at first or wholesale 
prices in the United States. W e get al 
the soft bread we want, and the bard 
bread is very tine, being put up in 
sealed tin cans containing 50 pounds 
net—the tin can being inclosed in a 
wooden box. 
Field rations consist of 
canned corned beef, canned salmon and 
canned tomatoes, w hile most of the 
bacon is of the finest.

The gates were at once thrown 
open to receive them. They all streamed 
in. threw off their disgnises, and in a 
few m inutes were in possession of w e 
forts of the town, where the gallant Sir 
Philip Sidney afterward lost his life by 
being more rash and less shrewd than 
the veteran V ere.— Harper’s Bazar.

A private letter from a bugler in 
General MacArthur’:* command in the 
Philippines to his mother in Chicago 
relates a laughable incident about the 
Filipino method of warfare, says the 
Chicago Inter Ocean. 
The story of 
Colonel Fnnston’s several advances and 
his wonderful command over men seems 
as well known there as in the United 
States. 
When, shortly after the fall of Ca- 
lurnpit, General M acArthur sent a de­ 
tachment against some insurgents who 
had thrown up breastworks on a shrub 
covered hillock, the Americans crept 
forward just before dawn ami while a 
heavy rain was falling. 
With the tirst 
gleam of daylight they rose to their feet 
and ran forward silently until a h u r­ 
ried, nervous discharge of musketry told 
they were discovered. Then they yelled 
and fired and redoubled their pace. 
Suddenly they heard the Filipino 
commander cry out in fairly good Eng­ 
lish : 
“ Come on, boys! Give it t o 'em !” 
at the same time abandoning the posi­ 
tion and retreating at a dead run. 
The bugler declares the “ slogan” was 
as effective in a Filipino camp as in an 
American, only in quite a contrary 
manner, “ for they no sooner heard 
those words—which our officers most 
always employ—than the last beggar of 
them hopped out of the intrenchment 
and eknrried away. 
This, ” concludes 
the soldier, “ is in line with the general 
Asiatic habit of doing everything ‘back­ 
w a rd / ” 
____ 


Private Henry H. Kettering of Com­ 
pany I of Greensburg, Tenth Pennsyl­ 
vania volunteers, writes under date of 
May 7 from Cavite as follows, says the 
Pittsburg Dispatch: 
“ I went down to an old public hall 
last week and saw the cross upon which 
the Spanish captain who escaped from 
one of the boats during the Manila Bay 
engagement was crucified. 
It was cer­ 
tainly one of the most cold blooded, in­ 
human acts that man could possibly he 
guilty of. A friendly native was in the 
hall at the time I entered, and he told 
me the story of the awful murder. Just 
;as soon as the captain landed on shore 
there was a band of natives awaiting 
him. 
He was carried to this hall and 
both his hands and legs were nailed fast 
to the cross. 
He was then killed. 
“ There is nothing that is too low or 
degrading for the Filipinos. They are a 
treacherous lot of cutthroats who can’t 
he trusted 
They are far worse and re­ 
sort to more treachery than the Span­ 
iards. 
They are lazy and do nothing 
but sit around and smoke.” 


Frank Martin of Kansas, now in the 
Philippines, writes home 
“ Our com­ 
pany went on a scouting trip one day 
and saw many natives, all of us. 
If 
they had a cloth on their head, they 
would jerk this off just the same. 
I 
think that this goes to show that they 
have been harshly ruled. We Americans 
are not used to having people bow to 
ns like we were lords and kings. 
At 
first I did not think that this island 
was very good, but I have changed my 
opinion a great deal. The last ten miles 
of our campaign has been in one of the 
best valleys that I have ever seen. It is 
just like the bottom land of Kansas, 
only better. 
There are any number of 
rivers, both great and small. 
The land 
is very fertile, and under modern culti­ 
vation would grow almost anything. 
The plants never dry up, as hot as it 
gets, and there is always moisture in 
the ground, 
lf they would otter me a 
quarter section I would think many 
times before I would come home.” 


The Kansas City Journal publishes 
the following extracts from a letter 
written 
by Captain Boltwood, com­ 
mander of the Ottawa company in the 
Twentieth Kansas: 
“ Our rations have always been ex­ 
ceptionally good 
and in abundance 
Frozen fresh beef is delivered right up 
to the advance line. 
Today we have 
frozen beef from Australia aud new po­ 
tatoes from Hongkong. 
We have about 
half as much distilled water as we can 
drink, sent out on the train every day, 
and canned goods of all kinds, jelly, 
jams aud fruit, together with tobacco 
and cigars, may be bought from the 
‘sales commissary’ at first or wholesale 
prices in the United States. We get all 
the soft bread we want, and the hard 
bread is very fine, being put up in 
sealed tin cans containing 50 pounds 
Bet—the tin can being inclosed in a 
wooden box. 
Field rations consist of 
canned corned beef, canned salmon and 
canned tomatoes, while most of the 
bacon is of the finest. Taken as a whole 
they are superior to anything I ever 
law during the war of the rebellion. ”

The 
class of books handled by the agents to 
whom I refer would greatly astonish 
the everyday patron of the shops. They 
are printed in very limited editions, 
and every refinement of mechanical art 
is lavished on their preparation. Some­ 
times the edition numbers only 25 or 
30. and as soon as it is oft the press the 
type is taken down and distributed. 
The illustrations are frequently water 
color paintings or artists’ 
proofs of 
etchings, and it is quite common for 
the vignette letters to be tinted by band. 
“ Such books are never advertised, 
but are easily disposed of to the inner 
circle of rich connoisseurs.

indeed in time of war country folk 
with baskets of eggs and butter excited 
no suspicion even to alert sentinels. 
Taking advantage of this fact. Sir 
Francis Vere determined to recapture 
from the Spaniards the Zutphen sconces, 
or forts, by a stratagem. 
In 1591 he 
picked out some lusty and handsome 
young soldiers and dressed most of them 
like the Gelderlaud egg women and the 
rest as Boers. 
W ith bundles of vegeta­ 
bles. baskets of eggs and butter, but 
also with daggeis and pistols inside 
their clothes, they were ferried across 
the river by twos and threes. 
They sat 
uear the gate of the fort being already, 
at the break of day, chatting and ges­ 
ticulating, as it in some tremendous 
argum ent about the rise or fall of m ar­ 
ket prices. 
Then, according to arrangement, Vere 
sent some cavalry forward, as if ap­ 
proaching. and the pretended country 
people ran in feigned terror toward the 
fort 
The gates were at once thrown 
open to receive them. They all streamed 
in, threw off their disguises, and in a 
few minutes were in possession of the 
forts of the town, where the gallant Sir 
Philip Sidney afterward lost his life by 
being more rash and less shrewd than 
the veteran Vere.—H arper’s Bazar.

tain particulars th at may be called lo­ 
cal. 
To begin with , a comparison of 
tbe terrain, alway s an important factor 
1l any military undertaking, is, so far 
we may y et determine, in favor of 
1ljefcie islands. 
Th e operations of onr 
troops h ave been confined to a section 
little cut np by ravines and with only 
-<ntle elevations. 
Indeed th e country 
in but little more diversified th an a roll- 
jEg country would be, 
with small 
streams intersecting, sufficient in num ­ 
ber to afford water for th e troops, but 
seldom large enough to be serious ob­ 
stacles, say s th e New York Tribune’s 
correspondent, 
evidently 
an 
active 
aruiv officer, w riting from near La 
L nia ch urch , P. I.,under date of May 3 
Ak'iig th e seacoast, or h ay sh ore, 
notably near Malabon, some swampy 
ground exists, and th e immediate vicin­ 
ity (T Legumi de Bay is also low and 
marsh y. 
But once back in th e interior 
th e Kiil is of a sandy appearance, with 
mi occasional outcropping of a close, 
gray, sh alelike rock, th ough I believe 
th e rock is of volcanic origin 
It is th is 
underly ing rock bed th at makes rice 
cultivation on th e uplands practicable, 
as it forms a h ardpan to h old th e sur­ 
face water, and, as it lies near th e sur­ 
face of th e ground, its effect is to turn 
th e fields into lakes wh en th e rainy 
season is on. 
Th e soil, th ough appearing sandy , is, 
h owever, of a clay , and wh en wet very 
like th e “ gum bo” 
of 
th e western 
states. 
Any one wh o h as march ed or 
h nnted over “ gumbo country ” will 
recall th at stiff, waxy mud th at th e 
sh oe gath ered and th at would not be 
ah aken off, rendering th e march or 
tramp almost doubly wearisome. Th ere 
are many th ickets of bamboo th at tears 
with its keen curved th orns, but th ey 
are of limited extent and may with 
care be worked th rough , 
especially 
wh en men are excited. 
In marked contrast to th e jungle 
around Daiq uiri, th at seemed every ­ 
wh ere and unending, is th e amount of 
open ground h ere prevailing. Th e open 
places are devoted to rice, with occa 
si on al banana or pineapple gardens near 
th e villages, and. since th e ground is 
seldom oth er th aw sloping, th e surface 
is ch eckered w iti^innum erable ridges 
from one to th ree feet in h eigh t, every ­ 
wh ere winding and crossing, as th e 
builders h ave, with 
wonderful skill 
and immense labor, converted acres 
ami acres of h illside and valley into 
sweeping terraces. 
Th ese terraces are 
seldom of greater width th an 50 y ards, 
with cross ridges at freq uent intervals, 
th e wh ole making a movement over a 
ricefield one of th e most leg weary 
th ings imaginable. 
Th e h eigh t of th e 
ridges is such th at an extra effort h as 
always to be made to carry th e foot 
clear of th e obstruction. A nigh t march 
over such ground is positively danger 
one. 
In th e advance on th e insurgents 
trench es near La 
Loma ch urch on 
March 25 a ricefield some 1.200 y ards 
across was passed over by th e troops. 
Th e advance was made under fire, and 
beginning in th e gray of early morn 
ing occupied about 20 minutes 
Over 
th ose ridges man after man stumbled 
and fell sprawling, only to rise and go 
down again a few y ards farth er on 
Men under fire invariably grumble, and 
th eir propensity to swear under such 
conditions is well known. 
Th at morn 
lug’s advance was no exception to th e 
traditions of figh ting, and wh en, as a 
slope a bit steeper th an ordinary was 
reach ed, th e ridges were so near to­ 
geth er th at it seemed at times as if h alf 
th e company was down. Th e drill regu­ 
lations prescribe th at a certain portion 
of an advance sh ould be made “ by 
rush es from cover to cover,” and th ese 
ridges work out th at idea to perfection 
wh en going over a level or down h ill, 
Lnt are exasperating to a man wh o 
wish es tc fire wh en th e slope is upward, 
because th e upper ly ing ridges mask 
th e crest somewh at from th e lower 
levels. 
In Cuba we rarely found a good road, 
fiod it was seldom th at even poor ones 
existed. 
But h ere, radiating from Ma­ 
ttila, are many broad, well 
metaled 
communications. 
Some 
indeed th at 
pass th rough low ground are built on 
th e extravagant, but enduring Roman 
plan. Large blocks of stone, well fitted 
togeth er and laid on a

As th e traffic h as never been h eavy , two 
wh eeled bull carts being th e only h eavy 
ch icles on th e island, th e surface of 
th e roads is but little worn, and troops 
find teams, even in h eavy weath er,

is little used by our troops 
W e h ave seen and known someth ing 
of Apach e canyons, and th is war is. in 
many paititulars, not unlike a cam 
paign in Arizona. 
Apach es seldom if 
tvu. m a de a sUnd up ngnt, ami tnese 
r llipim s even ntly prefer intrench ed 
positions to th e open field. 
In nearly 
every engagement our men h ave found 
th em occupy ing trench es and h ave h ad 
to advance over open ground. 
Only in 
two ins ta nc e s h ave th ey fough t in th e 
open. 
Near Apolito a portion of Gen­ 
eral MacArtimr s division did indeed 
find th e insurgents in a fair field and 
deployed in modern formation of th ree 
lines, but th eir attempt at attack was 
faint h earted, and th ey soon fell back 
to ! 
cover of th eir trench es. 
A -« riiviiiu tiling is th eir almost uni­ 
versally correct perception of th e na­ 
tural advantages of positions. 
Th ey 
invariably occupy th e military crest of 
a slope, and th eir works h ave no mark­ 
ed salients; th ey, h owever, go to an ex­ 
treme in th e depth of trench . 
Rarely 
is one found from wh ich aimed fire 
could h e delivered, h ence th e dispropor­ 
tionately large losses in supports and 
reserves. 
It will lie remembered th at 
at Santiago our second and th ird lines 
suffered severe losses, but it \v;is due to 
th e fiat trajectory of th e Spanish rifle— 
not, as is th e case h ere, unaimed tire. 
Th e insurgents are armed principally 
with Mansers, with a small ptoportion 
of Remingtons of antiq ue model. 
But 
th eir stock of “ original ammunition” 
h as run low, and th ey are using car­ 
tridges of th eir own reloading. Th is h as 
been done in th e rudest manner, so 
th eir fire effect is much diminish ed 
th ereby. 
Th ey furtlmr rob th emselves, 
fortunately for us, of winch of th e real 
value of th eir arms by using overh ead 
unaimed fire. 
In oth er respects, uota- 
.h ly th e use of volley s at long range, 
th ey h ave made a great advance since 
th e war began 
It is not unusual to 
h ave th em open np at distances exceed­ 
ing 1,000 yards. Recently th e regiments 
of volunteers of th e Eigh th corps h ave 
been partially eq uipped with magazine 
rifles, caliber .30, and th e former su­ 
periority of tiie insurgents over th e old 
Springfield h as been wiped out. 
Th e 
employ ment of sh arpsh ooters by th e na­ 
tives h as, I th ink, been exaggerated, 
and wh at appear to be sh arpsh ooters 
are but individuals out of control and 
are not expert marksmen. 
Th e great h eat makes it imperative 
th at much latitude be allowed th e men 
in matters of dress. 
A careful provi­ 
sion is made th at makes ch oice of wool 
or cotton, both for under and outer 
cloth ing, possible. 
Most of th e men 
wear th e blue flannel sh irt with kh aki 
trousers and leggings, but gingh am 
sh irts are supplied. 
Ligh tweigh t wool­ 
en undercloth ing is worn h v most of 
th e 
men. 
th eir 
experience 
h aving 
taugh t th em th e undesirability of cot­ 
ton wh en stiff breezes blow on a man 
wh ose cloth ing is perspiration soaked. 
Th ough th e th ermometer rises to 9 0 to 
9 8 in midday , th e nigh ts in th e field 
are uncomfortably cool, and th e men 
seldom th row away 
th eir blankets, 
wh ile th e h eavy dews make th e ponch o, 
or rubber blanket, th e most valued ar­ 
ticle of th e soldier’s eq uipment. 
Th e campaign h at th at is persistent­ 
ly miscalled a slouch h at we cling to. 
Many of th e officers bough t at Colombo 
or Singapore h elmets of pith , of cork 
or fiber: some 
covered with wh ite 
cloth , some with th e drab kh aki, but 
ripping th rough bamboo th ickets or 


f a l l i ng over th e rice dikes h as made us 
all go h ack to wearing th e h at th at we 
tried in th e Texas ch aparral or in th e 
bnllberry th ickets of Montana; th e h at 
th at Remington h as pictured, th e one 
Gibson “ raked” so accurately on h is 
“ No Hero.” A man can sit on it, can 
lie down with it on, or, if th e canteen 
be empty , can knock in th e crown and 
dip and drink th erefrom. Tommy At- 
kins introduced us to kh aki and fianne 
bands, but h e looked with longing eyes 
on onr drab h ats. 
It is perh aps in th e list of supplies 
furnish ed by th e subsistence depart­ 
ment th at th e greatest and best ch anges 


a r e made. Formerly th e ration aa maned 
fur field service varied greatly from th e 
one th at a company commatider con d

but h ere in th e 
Philippines a variety of food ih furnish ­ 
ed such as no soldier cf th e seventies,ur 
eigh ties ever dreamed wonld be im In 
ed in -straigh t issue."

day w ould result just about as did the 
eleventh on Saturday night. Candidates 
and their managers had been on the go 
all d ay out of one conference into an­ 


other, but to no purpose. 
The 1,092 
d e leg a te s in the convention were di­ 
vided so nearly evenly that there was 
not a difference of 30 votes in the 
str e n g th of the three candidates, Stone, 
Goebel and Hardin. 
But of these Goe- 
tel was the strongest because of the 
solidity of his support. 
He controls his 
follow ing absolutely aud can vote them 
for himself or throw them to either of 
his opponents at w ill. 
Neither Stone 
nor Hardin can do this, and for that 


r e a s o n neither is in a position to make 
terms.

There has been a break in the btone- 
Goebel combination since balloting be­ 
gan, caused primarily by the action of 
Goebel’s managers in voting the TO votes 
of Louisville solidly for the Kenton 
county leader on the first ballot. The 
Stone people say their understanding 
was that vote was to be divided equally 
between Stone and Goebel, but the lat­ 
ter, it is said, produced a written agree­ 
ment, covering the combination of the 
two forces up to temporary organization, 
but containing no mention of the Louis­ 
ville delegation. 
Chagrined 
as 
the 
Stone people are at the failure of tile 
combination promptly to effect the nom­ 
ination of their candidate, it is not be­ 
lieved they can, in a spirit of revenge, 
bring about the nomination of Hardin. 
They threatened to 
try this when 
Goebel showed such surprising strength 
on the first ballot and went so far as to 
start a stampede, but Geobel’s nerve 
and coolness checkmated it. 
On the 
other hand, the Hardin people cannot 
throw their strength solidly to Stone, 
for they are divided in the matter of a 
second choice, and as was the ousc Sat­ 
urday, many would go to Goebel in 
case of a break. 
A noteworthy feature of the contest 
is the Hardin campaign. Coming into 
the convention with IOO votes short pf 
a majority of the delegates, beaten at 
every point in the temporary organiza­ 
tion and weakened by adverse decisions 
by the credentials committee involving 
scores of seats, the Hardin managers, 
with consummate cleverness, jumped 
into the fight when the game seemed 
lost, withdrew the name of General 
Hardin and left Goebel and Stone to fight 
it out. These two fell into the trap 
and flew at each other’s throats with 
the result that when the convention ad­ 
journed Saturday night Goebel aud t»tone 
had split and Hardin on the last ballot 
stood second in recorded votes. 
Meanwhile the three-cornered fight 
grows warmer and the delegates who 
have spent nearly a week trying to 
nominate a state ticket may yet nave to 
look outside the trio now occupying the 
ring to find a leader upon whom they 
can unite.

Army service in the Philippines, 
though 
performed 
tinder conditions 
akin to those met by our forces last 
year in Cuba, differs therefrom in cer­ 
tain particulars that may be called lo­ 
cal. 
To begin with, a comparison of 
the terrain, always an important factor 
in any military undertaking, is, so far 
ftfJ we may yet determine, in favor of 
tuese islands. 
The operations of our 
troops have been confined to a section 
little cut up by ravines and with only 
title elevations. 
Indeed the country 
in but little more diversified than a roll­ 
ick country 
would be, 
with small 
streams intersecting, sufficient in num­ 
ber to afford water for the troops, but 
seldom large enough to be serious ob­ 
stacles, says the New York Tribune’s 
roi resp o n d e n t, 
evidently 
an 
active 
army officer, writing from near La 
Loma church, P. I.,under date of May 3 
Ai"i)g the seacoast, or 
bay shore, 
notably near Mala bon, some swampy 
ground exists, and the immediate v i c i n ­ 
ity rf Leguna de Day is also low and 
marbly. 
But once back in the in te rio r 
tho soil is of a sandy appearance, with 
an occasional outcropping of a close. 
gray. shalelike rock, though I believe 
the rock is of volcanic origin 
It is this 
u n d erly in g rock bed that makes rice 
cultivation on the uplands practicable, 
as it forms a hardpan to hold the sur­ 
face water, and, as it lies near the sur­ 
face of the ground, its effect is to turn 
the fields into lakes when the rainy 
season is on. 
The soil, though appearing sandy, is, 
however, of a clay, and when wet very 
like the “ gum bo” 
of 
the western 
states. 
Any one who has marched or 
hunted over “ gumbo country” will 
recall that stiff, waxy mud that the 
shoe gathered and that woald not be 
shaken off, rendering the march or 
tramp almost doubly wearisome. There 
are many thickets of bamboo that tears 
with its keen curved thorns, but they 
are of limited extent and may with 
care be worked through, 
especially 
when men are excited. 
In marked contrast to the jungle 
around Daiquiri, that seemed every­ 
where and unending, is the amount of 
opeD ground here prevailing. The open 
places are devoted to rice, with occa­ 
sional banana or pineapple gardens near 
the villages, and. since the ground is 
seldom other th a v sloping, the surface 
ie checkered w itl^innum erable ridges 
from one to three feet in height, every­ 
where winding and crossing, as the 
builders have, with 
wonderful skill 
aud immense labor, converted acres 
and acres of hillside and valley into 
sweeping terraces. 
These terraces are 
seldom of greater width than 50 yards, 
with cross ridges at frequent intervals, 
the whole making a movement over a 
ricefield one of the most leg weary 
things imaginable. 
The height of the 
ridges is such that an extra effort has 
always to be made to carry the foot 
clear of the obstruction. A night march 
over such ground is positively danger­ 
ous. 
In the advance on the insurgents 
trenches near La 
Loma church on 
March 25 a ricefield some 1.200 yards 
across was passed over by the troops. 
The advance was made nuder fire, and 
beginning in the gray of early morn 
Jug occupied about 20 minutes 
Over 
those ridges man after man stumbled 
and fell sprawling, only to rise and go 
down again a few yards farther on 
Men under fire invariably grumble, and 
their propensity to swear under such 
conditions is well known. 
That morn 
log s advance was no exception to the 
traditions of fighting, and when, as a 
slope a bit steeper than ordinary was 
reached, the ridges were so near to­ 
gether that it seemed at times as if half 
the company was down. The drill regu­ 
lations prescribe th at a certain portion 
of an advance should be made “ by 
rushes from cover to cover, ” and these 
ridges work out that idea to perfection 
when going over a level or down hill, 
hut are exasp eratin g to a man who 
dishes tc fire when the slope is upward, 
because the upper lying ridges mask 
the crest somewhat from the lower 
levels. 
In Cuba we rarely found a good road, 
and it was seldom that even poor ones 
dieted. 
But here, radiating from Ma­ 
nila, are many broad, well 
metaled 
communications. 
Borne 
indeed that 
pass thro u g h low ground are built on 
the extravagant, but enduring Roman 
plan. Large blocks of stone, well fitted 
together and laid on a good foundation 
A* the traffic bas never been heavy, two 
wheeled bull carts being the only heavy 
Chicles on the island, the surface of 
the roads is but little worn. and troops 
BEd teams, even in heavy weather, 
m&ke good progress. The country roads 
•ooh wear down to the bed rock and al­ 
lays give fair marching. 
-*be Spanish seem to be a race of 
builders of sunken roads. At El Caney 
the Fourth marched up a road sunk 
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nut unlike a cam 
Apaches seldom if 
up r.gnt, ann tnese 
ut Iv prefer intrenched 
positions to the open field. 
In nearly 
every engagement our men have found 
them occupying trenches and have had 
to advance over open ground. 
Only in 
two instances have they fought in*the 
open. 
Near Apolito a portion of G e n ­ 
era 
M acArthur s division did indeed 
find the insurgents in a fair field and 
deployed in modern formation of three 
lines, but their attempt at attack was 
ta.i.t Ileal t» ii, and they soon fell back 
to i 
i i,vt i of their trenches. 
A -.liking tiling is their almost uni* 
venally corr eft perception of the na­ 
tural advantages of positions. 
They 
invariably occupy the military crest of 
a slope, aud their works have no mark­ 
ed salients; they, however, go to an ex­ 
treme in the depth of trench. 
Rarely 
i.“ om* found from which aimed fire 
could be delivered, hence tile dispropor­ 
tionately large losses in supports and 
reserves. 
It will be remembered that 
tit Santiago our second and third lines 
suffered severe loss.-s, but it was due to 
tin* Hat trajectory of tin* Spanish rifle— 
not, as is the case here, unaimed lire. 
The insurgents are armed principally 
with Mansers, with a small proportion 
of Remingtons of antique model, 
lint 
their stock of “ original ammunition” 
has run low, aud they are using car­ 
tridges of their own reloading. This has 
been done in the rudest manner, so 
their fire effect is much diminished 
thereby. 
They further rob themselves, 
fortunately for us, of much of the real 
value of their arms by using overhead 
unaimed fire. 
In other respects, nota- 
■bly the use of volleys at long range, 
they have made a great advance since 
the war began 
It is not unusual to 
have them open up at distances exceed­ 
ing 1,000 yards. Recently the regiments 
of volunteers of the Eighth corps have 
been partially equipped with magazine 
rifles, caliber .30, and the former su­ 
periority of the insurgents over the old 
Springfield has been wiped out. 
The 
employment of sharpshooters by the na­ 
tives has, I think, been exaggerated, 
and what appear to be sharpshooters 
are but individuals out of control and 
are not expert marksmen. 
The great heat makes it imperative 
that much latitude be allowed the men 
in matters of dress. 
A careful provi­ 
sion is made that makes choice of wool 
or cotton, both for under and outer 
clothing, possible. 
Most of the men 
wear the blue flannel shirt with khaki 
trousers and leggings, but gingham 
shirts are supplied. 
Lightweight wool­ 
en underclothing is worn by most of 
the 
men. 
their 
experience 
having 
taught them the undesirability of cot­ 
ton when stiff breezes blow on a man 
whose clothing is perspiration soaked. 
Though the thermometer rises to 96 to 
98 in midday, the nights in the field 
are uncomfortably cool, and the men 
seldom throw away their blankets, 
while the heavy dews make the poncho, 
or rubber blanket, the most valued ar­ 
ticle of the soldier’s equipment. 
The campaign hat that is persistent­ 
ly miscalled a slouch hat we cling to. 
Many of the officers bought at Colombo 
or Singapore helmets of pith, of cork 
or fiber; some 
covered with white 
cloth, some with the drab khaki, but 
ripping through bamboo thickets or 
falling over the rice dikes bas made us 
all go back to wearing the hat that we 
tried in the Texas chaparral or in the 
bullberry thickets of Montana; the hat 
that Remington has pictured, the one 
Gibson “ raked’ so accurately on his 
“ No Hero.” A man can sit on it, can 
lie down with it on, or, if the canteen 
be empty, can knock in the crown and 
dip and drink therefrom. 
Tommy At­ 
kins introduced us to khaki and flannel 
bands, but he looked with longing eyes 
on our drab hats. 
It is perhaps in the list of supplies 
furnished bv the subsistence depart­ 
ment that the greatest and best changes 
are made. Formerly the ration as issued 
for field service varied greatly from the 
one that a company commander could 
draw in garrison, 
but here in the 
Philippines a variety of food is furnish- 
ed such as no soldier cf the seventies or 
dreamed would be inclnd-

This time the person to whom the eggs 
were intrusted suspended them by a 
string, co they got cool air on the oceai 
and on the railway trains. Arriving at 
Des Moines they were put into cold 
storage until the mulberry leaves wert 
ready for them 
Then, upon being pm 
into a warm room, they hatched in out 
day, says the Chicago Times-Herald 
Of the supposed 8,000 eggs, 
from 
ten silk moths, about 4,000 hatched, 
which Mr Chiesa says is better thai; 
can be done in 
Italy 
The greatest 
difficulty has been to find the mulberry 
leaves for the worms. 
They eat about 
three wagon loads a day, and nevei 
stop for a minute, but eat all the time, 
day and night 
They must be fed about 
15 times a day and several times dor 
ing the night 
The worms, in devour 
ing the mulberry leaves, make a Hoist 
like ran on the roof 
By lively bunting the food for the 
worms has been provided. 
The wornu 
are well developed and healthy, uboni 
three inches long, and are just begin 
ning to weave their cocoons. 
Then 
seems to be no reason why the industry 
should not succeed in Des Moi nee. Mr 
Chiesa has brought a woman frolr 
Italy who has had 30 years’ experienct 
with silk worms, and she says they art 
doing as well as she ever saw them.

Dun's Opinion 
of Outgo of Gold—F i­ 
nances In Tills Country Reported 
Most Satisfactory. 


N ew Y ork, June 24.— R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade issued to­ 
day said iii part: 
The outgo of rn »r*‘ g >ld this week, 
$ 1,00),(WO, so far reported, makes it 
clear that Europe is in need. 
The 
French ministerial crisis has been grave 
ami prolonged, the collapse of German 
speculation in industrial stocks threaten 
some trouble, but perhaps the South 
African uncertainty causes most dis­ 
turbance. 
Whatever the cause, Europe 
needs money, and cannot claim its own 
from the west this year, but must bor­ 
row. 
Exchange and trade balances 
show that this country is not called 
upon to pay, but the money is worth 
more to lenders abroad than it is here. 
Home finances are most satisfactory. 
Revenue falls beuind expenditures for 
the fiscal year less than HOO,OOO,OOO aud 
but for $230,OOO,OOO war expenses in­ 
cluding payment for the Philippine 
debts 
aud for Cuban soldiers, the 
revenue exclusive of 
that from war 
taxes, exceeds ordinary expenses. Trade 
balances, in spite of exports from New 
York 19 per cent less than last year s 
and imports 20 per cent greater, still 
promise a large excess of exports for 
June. Nor is there any substance in 
the idea that large foreign sales of se­ 
curities are moving gold. The best evi 
deuce attainable shows that in January 
and February about $8,250,000 worth of 
securities came to this side, and since 
February not more than $4,900,000 in 
excess of shipments. 
In character, transactions have been 
of the trading and of the investment 
sort. Stocks here have weakened, but 
m ost exclusively in industrials, which 
foreigners do not touch, these declining 
$2.08 per share on the average this 
week, while railroad stocks have aver­ 
aged a decline of only 29 cents per 
share. 
. 
Export* of wheat, flour included, for 
the week have been 8,048,672 bushels, 
against 3,800,600 bushels last year, and 
in three weeks, 8.504,262 bushels, against 
11,005,798 bushels last year. Corn ex 
ports also continue large,2,627,886 bush 
els, against 2,574,723 bushels last year. 
A sharp fall in cotton also encourages 
exports. These are facts which preceded 
orders for gold exports this week and 
do not result from them, but show the 
prospect of a larger outgo of merchan 
dise in coming months. 
The fall of 2 cents in wheat aud in 
cotton from 6.31 to 6.12 cents indicates 
that speculation based on the hope of 
short crops is growing weary. 
The textile industries are much be­ 
hind in prices, though woolens are now 
steadily rising, and are 6 per cent 
higher than at their lowest in March. 
The goods are iii much stronger de­ 
mand and the wool has advanced from 
18.01 to 18.76 cents domestic, taking the 
average of IOO quotations by Coates 
Bros., though the buying is largely 
speculative. 
The great gain in volume of business 
might seem of questionable safety were 
it not greater in iron production, re­ 
sulting from an actual excess of de 
maud over supply and not from specu 
lation. Bars are stronger by $8 per ton 
at the east, though iron is $1 per ton 
easier at Pittsburg, but a difference of 
$5 per ton in favor of steel makes the 
demand tor iron larger. It is interest 
mg that a 10,000-ton order for plates for 
two American liners to be built by the 
Cramps has gone to Chicago, eastern 
works being too full. 
Orders for finished products show no 
decrease in quantity, and for most lines, 
and as for rails, are quite often refused, 
speedy deliveries being impossible. 
Failures for the week have been 178 
iu the United States, against 285 last 
year, and 18 in Canada, against ll last 
year.

P. E. Do we of New’ York, president of 
the Commercial Travelers’ National 
league. 
Dr. D»wc said the opinion of 
the commercial men at large was that 
trusts were a menace to the community. 
He estimated the number of traveling 
salesmen in the United States at 350,- 
000, saying that the census figures of 
60,000 were grossly incorrect. The for­ 
mation of trusts and combinations, he 
said, was throwing a large number of 
these men out of employment. 
In giv­ 
ing specific instances he said: 
“ The National Enameling and Stam p­ 
ing company, which depends for its raw 
material upon the American Tin Plate 
company, has thrown a great many out 
of employment, and those retained have 
had their salaries reduced. 
The great 
tobacco combines threw out about 8,000 
salesmen. 
The Continental Tobacco 
company telegraphed the discharge of 
350 in. one day 
The baking powder 
trust has dispensed with ail excepting 
half a dozen men. I know of two sales­ 
men discharged by the trust who were 
formerly in the employ of the Cleve­ 
land Laking Powder company, one re­ 
ceiving a salary of $->,000 a year, the 
other $4,500. 
Their routes with those 
of other discharged salesmen are cov­ 
ered by one agent at $18 a week. 
The 
bicycle trust will throw out OOO sales­ 
men gradually and will cut down agen­ 
cies in every city. The chair trust will 
affect immediately more than 500 sales­ 
men by cutting them out of the line. 
“ One man writes me the Union Bag 
and Paper company has thrown out of 
employment hundreds of salesmen. The 
number of salesmen out of work be­ 
cause of the United States Rubber com­ 
pany is HOO, and the salesmen retained 
have been reduced to a salary averag­ 
ing. so I am informed, $1,300 a year.

Stone people are at the failure of the 
combination promptly to effect the nom­ 
ination of their candidate, it is not be­ 
lieved they can, in a spirit of ie\euge, 
bring about the nomination of Hardin. 
Thev threatened to 
try this when 
Goebel showed such surprising strength 
on the first ballot ana went so tar as to 
start a stampede, but Geobel’s nerve 
and coolness checkmated it. On the 
other hand, the Hardin people cannot 
throw their strength solidly to Stout4, 
for they are divided in the matter of a 
second choice, and as was the case Sat­ 
urday, many would go to Goebel in 
case of a break. 
A noteworthy feature of the contest 
is the Hardin campaign. Coining into 
the convention with IOO votes short of 
a majority of the delegates, beaten at 
every point in the temporary organiza­ 
tion and weakened by a d v e r s e decisions 
by the credentials committee involving 
scores of seats, the Hardin managers, 
with consummate cleverness, jumped 
into the light when the game seemed 
lost, withdrew the name of General 
Hardin and left Goebei aud Stone to fight 
it out. These two fell into the trap 
and flew at each other’s throats with 
the result that when the convention ad­ 
journed Saturday night Goebel aud Stone 
had split aud Hardin on the last ballot 
stood second in recorded votes 
Meanwhile the three-cornered fig tit 
grows warmer aud the delegates who 
have spent nearly a week trying to 
nominate a state ticket may yet have to 
look outside the trio now occupying tile 
nag to find a leader upon whom they 
can ani to. 


C leveland, June 26.—Only one out­ 
break of violence attended the resump­ 
tion of traffic on all the lilies of the 
Big Consolidated Street railway. There 
was objection in some parts of the city 
to the retention of the non-union men 
w'ho wore kept by the company. 
A 
party of 25 men assembled near the 
Brooklyn bridge, south of the city, aud 
whenever a ear came along with a non­ 
union crew the passengers were asked 
to disembark and wait for a car manned 
by a union crew. 
In most cases the 
passengers did as requested. 
Finally a 
non-union conductor undertook to argue 
with the crowd, and he was promptly 
struck over the head with a club and 
he aud the motorman driven away. 
The mob refused to permit the oar to 
move uutil a union crew came along 
and pushed it to the bams. 
As a rule the old men were glad Hie 
strike was settled, though there was 
some grumbling because the non canion 
men were kept. It is predicted that all 
the non-union men will be glad to leave 
the city within 30 days, though tim 
company imposed as one of the condi­ 
tions of tile agreement for the settle­ 
ment of the trouble that all tile new men 
should be treated with consideration by 
the old employes. 
The agreement provides for the hear­ 
ing of grievances aud a resort to arbi­ 
tration in case the men aud the com­ 
pany cannot agre**, and it also provides 
for the reinstatement of practically HO 
per cent of the old men at once, the re­ 
mainder, except those who have been 
guilty of violence, being placed on the 
waiting list.
